Alumni  Fund      QEUHAPS  the  Alumni  Puud  is 

r  the  most  difficult  of  items  being 
referred  to  you  by  the  Alumni  Association  in  which 
to  obtain  interest  and  contributions.  Maybe  this  is 
because  we  feel  that  we  get  nothing  in  return.  How- 
ever, the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  we  have  a  part 
and  parcel  in  this  wonderful  fund,  helping  our  Alma 
Mater,  if  we  just  try  it,  is  far  greater,  I  am  sure,  than 
any  material  return  would  be. 

The  raising  of  $80,000  seemed  almost  an  impossible 
task,  but  now  the  Trustees  of  the  University  have 
agreed  to  pay  one-half  of  this  amount  of  the  indebted- 
ness on  the  improving  of  the  Library,  providing  the 
alnmni  raise  $40,000.  The  task  is  not  only  made  poss- 
ible, but  we  believe  if  everj^one  puts  his  shoulder  to 
the  wheel,  and  does  his  part  in  proportion  to  his  ability, 
the  sum  will  be  raised  between  now  and  the  June 
meeting.

NNOUNCEMENT  of 
the  resignation  of 
"Buck"  to  enter  the  DuPont  Company  brought  a 
splendid  tribute  to  him  from  the  Brown  and  White, 
official  undergraduate  newspaper.  The  editorial  fol- 
lows : 

Whenever  the  equation  of  events  assumes  a 
reciprocal  form  something  has  to  suffer.  To  em- 
phasize one  factor  requires  that  the  other  be 
reduced.  And  thus  when  Andrew  Buchanan 
answered  Industr.y's  call,  Lehigh — University, 
alumni,  and  the  undergraduate  sub-alumni  — 
suffered. 

For  his  deft,  human  touch  was  the  mortar 
which  bound  the  alumni  together  into  the  solid 
structure  of  support  which,  in  his  period  of 
service,  found  concrete  expression  in  the  Li- 
brary, the  Packard  laboratory,  and  the  Alumni 
Memorial  building.  But  he  was  more  than  an  ace 
alumni  secretary.  Beyond  that  he  was  a  human 
gardener  who  delighted  to  watch  and  do  his  bit. 
so  that  Lehigh — "maker  of  men" — continued  to 
take  raw,  crude  freshmen  and,  nurturing  them 
for  four  years,  caused  them  to  flower  into  the 
kind  of  Lehigh  men  that  has  made  the  name  and 
fame  of  the  school  on  old  South  mountain  an 
enviable  one  in  industry. 

And  Andrew  Buchanan,  Lehigh  '18,  is  himself 
such  a  man.  Thus  the  regret  Avhich  Lehigh  feels 
for  the  "passing  of  Buck"  is  tempered  by  the 
pride  that  another  Lehigh  man  has  come  through 
with  a  bang,  and  by  the  knowledge  that,  in  spirit 
at  least,  he  hasn  't  really  left  the  Lehigh  campus.

Four  Great  Mining  Schools 
Reflect  the  Work  of  Her 
Alumni. 


And  Generations  of  Min- 
ing Students  Can  Trace 
Their  Instruction  to  a 
Lehigh  Background. 


MAXT    departments    of    University 
instruction  can  point  with  pride 
to  achievements  of  their  gradu- 
ates— and  do. 

There  are  few  departments,  however, 
which  hold  the  unique  distinction  of  being 
torch  bearers  of  education  in  theii"  pai-- 
ticular  field:  departments  whose  graduates  have  car- 
ried on  the  responsibility  of  education  as  direetoi-s  of 
curricula  in  Universities  far  from  their  Alma  ilater. 

The  Department  of  ^lining  Engineering  at  Lehigh 
is  definitely  a  member  of  both  groups  and  an  interest- 
ing cycle  combines  its  name  with  the  University  of 
niiTiois.  "West  Tirginia  University  and  the  University  of 
Chile,  where  Lehigh  men  carry  on  to  instruct  future 
generations  of  miners. 

The  cycle  may  very  well  begin  with  the  late  Pro- 
fessor Edward  H.  "VTiUiams.  Jr..  '75.  donor  of  Wil- 
liams Hall,  who  succeeded  Prof.  Frazier  as  Profes- 
sor of  ilining  and  Geology  in  1881.  During  his  direc- 
torship two  eager  young  mining  students  gi-aduated. 
One  was  the  lal:e  Harrv  Harkne.ss  Stock  f B.S..  1887. 
E.il..  1888;.  and  the  "other  Howard  Eckfeldt  (B.S.. 
1895.  E.M..  1896).  known  affectionately  as  "Skipper."' 

Upon  graduation.  Stock  became  an  instructor  in 
Mining  and  Geology  and  later  in  ^lining  and  Metal- 
liu-gy.  leaving  Lehigh  in  1893  to  continue  a  successful 
career  in  practical  mining  work  and  teaching  at  the 
Pennsylvania  State  College. 

Later  he  became  editor  of  the  former  technical  mag- 
azine Mines  and  Minerals,  until  a  director  was  needed 
for  the  new  department  of  ilining  Engineering  at  the 
University  of  Illinois;  he  was  especially  recom- 
mended for  the  position  and  accordinglv  appointed 
in  1909. 

The  present  director  of  the  Mining  Department  of 
Illinois  L'niversit}-  says  of  Stock's  career: 

"Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  work  of  Professor 
Stoek  in  planning  wisely  the  curriculum  and  activities 
of  this  re^-ived  department.  He  buUt  well,  and  his 
vision  and  leadership  resulted  in  giving  Illinois  an 
enviable  reputation  in  the  field  of  mining  education 
and  research."

Lehigh  honored  its  distinguished  son  with  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Science  on  Founder's  Day.  1922,  and  a 
year  later,  on  March  1st.  he  died  suddenly. 

yU  EAXWHILE  "Skipper"  Eckfeldt  had  graduated 
and  departed  for  mining  work  in  Mexico  where 
he  stayed  for  four  years.  In  1900  he  returned  to 
South  Mountain  as  an  instructor  and  is  today,  after 
35  years  of  service  to  Lehigh,  the  senior  ranking  pro- 
fessor of  the  faculty. 

And  in  those  35  years  he  has  carried  out  the  heritage 
of  advancement  in  practical  mining  instruction  that 
has  gained  for  Lehigh  and  the  Coxe  ilining  Labora- 
tory a  fame  that  extends  from  the  coa.sts  of  Maine  to 
those  of  Chile. 

For  in  "Skipper's"  evcle  came  Alfred  C.  "Cope" 
CaUen.  '09.  C.  E.  LawaU!  '14.  and  T.  R.  Leighton.  '21. 
E.  B.  Brinsmade.  '95,  by  wide  intex-pretaticn,  is  in- 
cluded in  the  group. 

In  1906  West  Vii-ginia  L'niversity.  located  in  the 
heart  of  a  coal  products  region,  instituted  the  impor- 
tant School  of  Mines  and  .shortly  after  its  founding 
in  1910,  Professor  Brinsmade.  a  student  of  Professor 
WiUiams  as  was  "Skipper"  Eckfeldt.  became  its 
head.    In  1917  A.  C.  Callen  succeeded  him. 

Callen  had  been  a  .student  of  "Skipper's"  and  car- 
ried the  Lehigh  brand  of  instruction  to  West  Virginia 
men  untU  1924  when  C.  E.  LawaU.  another  South 
Mountain  graduate,  took  over  the  work. 

In  siunming  up  the  influence  of  Lehigh  on  the  West 
Virginia  institution.  LawaU  says.  "It  is  an  interesting 
circiunstance  to  note  in  this  BrxLExix  that  mining  edu- 
cation in  West  Virginia  has  progressed  to  a  great 
extent  under  the  direction  of  Lehigh  men  .  .  .  Lehigh

men  have  been  on  the  teach- 
ing staff  continuously  for  the 
past  18  years  and  foi"  16  years 
i)f  this  period  tlie  entire  teach- 
ing staff  in  the  mining  engineer- 
ing department  consisted  of  Le- 
high men.  At  present,  the  teaching  staff  consists  of 
Professor  W.  A.  Staab,  Lehigh,  '10,  and  the  writer. 
"Most  of  the  Lehigh  men  who  have  taught  at  this 
School  of  Mines  were  formerly  on  the  teaching  staff  at 
Lehigh  so  they  have  brought  with  them  that  excellent 
training  and  experience  that  Lehigh  demands  of  its 
teachers  and  their  influence  has  produced  a  cordial, 
correlative  bond  of  friendship  between  the  two  schools 
of  which  we  here  at  West  Virginia  are  very  j^roud." 

THE  same  trend  is  indicated  for  the  University  of 
Illinois,  where,  as  mentioned  above,  Professor  Stoek 
reestablished  the  department  of  mining  engineering. 
His  successor  in  1924  was  the  same  A.  C.  Callen  who 
for  seven  years  taught  at  West  Virginia. 

The  influence  of  Lehigh  is  again  felt  in  a  communica- 
tion from  Professor  Callen  who  states,  "We  at  Illinois 
believe  that  we  are  training  men  who  will  be  outstand- 
ing mining  and  metallurgical  engineers  and  executives 
in  the  years  to  come.  We  believe  in  thorough  instruc- 
tion, in  naodern  laboratory  equipment  and  methods,  and 
in  individual  attention  to  ever3'  student.  We  urge  each 
man  to  spend  every  summer  vacation  in  mining  and 
metallurgical  work  so  that  he  may  be  better  prepared 
to  enter  the  industrj-  on  graduation. 

"We  are  proud  of  our  staff',  our  equipment  and  of 
our  students, ' '  he  continues.  ' '  most  of  whom  come  from 
the  Middle  West  but  some  from  states  as  distant  as 
Texas,  Washington,  and  New  York.  A  cordial  welcome 
is  extended  to  all  Lehigh  men  to  pay  us  a  visit,  see  our 


plant  and  equipment,  inspect  a  University  with  over 
10,000  .students  on  the  campus  and  get  a  glimpse  of  the 
stamping  grounds  of  Presidents  Richards  and  Wil- 
liams." 

In  far  Chile  the  name  of  Leighton  enters  the  picture. 
A  Chilean  by  birth  and  a  graduate  in  Civil  Engineer- 
ing from  the  University  of  Chile  in  1917,  Leighton 
noted  the  trend  toward  large  scale  mining  operations 
in  his  home  country  and.  influenced  by  American  min- 
ing interests,  came  to  Lehigh  and  obtained  his  mining 
degree  in  1921. 

Subsequently  he  practiced  his  profession  in  the  coal 
fields  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  developed  a  man- 
ganese property  in  Cuba  but  finally  returned  to  Chile 
and  succeeded  the  late  Berthold  Koerting,  a  South 
African  mining  engineer,  as  head  of  the  Mining  School. 

The  Lehigh  influence  was  probably  more  immediatelj^ 
felt  in  this  institution  than  at  any  other  point  as  the 
department  had  been  conducted  along  the  lines  of  a 


The  Mining;  Laboratory  at  "West  Virginia  University  School 
of   Mines,  directed   by    Professor   C.   E.   Laivall,  '14. 
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turopeaii  mining  school  and  Leighton 
revised  the  entire  program. 

He  now  takes  pride  iu  the  fact  that 
his  students  are  "sharks"  in  both  min- 
ing and  metallurgical  problems  as 
taught  at  Lehigh  and  that  they  are  in 
much  demand  by  the  important  Ameri- 
can mining  companies  operating  in  his 
native  country.

general  may  well  feel  proud  of  the 
part  which  Lehigh  has  played  in  this 
developing   picture. 

A  less  direct  but  equally  important 
influence  of  the  Lehigh  mining  depart- 
ment is  felt  in  the  department  of  Mining 
Engineering  and  Metallurgy  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington,  where  Joseph 
Daniels  is  a  professor.    Daniels  received 


his  Master's  degree  at  Lehigh  in  190S 
and  served  as  an  instructor  and  later 
assistant  professor  to  Professor  Eck- 
feldt. 

It  was  Daniels  who  tagged  Professor 
Eckfeldt  with  the  name  "Skipper", 
which  seems  to  be  the  New  England 
equivalent  for  boss,  and  he  has  remained 
"Skipper"  for  almost  three  decades. 

The  important  work  of  maintaining 
the  high  standards  in  Coxe  laboratory 
has  been  the  "Skipper's"  and  the  job 
has  been  complete.  New  equipment  has 
constantly  kept  new  generations  of  stu- 
dents in  touch  with 
the  latest  phases  of 
mining  education 
and  the  zest  with 
which  "Skipper"  car- 
ries on  his  work 
guarantees  their  in- 
terest. 

For  Professor  Eck- 
feldt   is    "sold"    on 
mining.     He  believes 
it    to    be   fascinating 
work    and    the    most 
lukewarm  student  re- 
sponds to  his  enthusi- 
asm. Accordingly,  his 
training  technique  is 
anything  but  a  series 
of  dry  lectures,   and 
he  combines  practical 
laboratory  instruc- 
tion  with    theory   in 
an  ideal  form.     Like 
a  newspaper,   he  headlines  his   instruc- 
tion,   then    goes    into    detail  .    The    stu- 
dents, picturing  the  project  as  a  whole, 
follow   willingly. 

These  students  find,  like  their  cousins 
at  Illinois.  West  Virginia  and  Chile, 
that  the  honor  of  carrying  the  Lehigh 
tradition  forward  demands  complete 
trainina'  and   serious  work.

S.  C. — That's  not  such  a  tough  prob- 
lem.

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Mississippi  Bows  to  Melville,  '20, 
As  Louisiana  State  Bridge  Rises 


Old  Man  River  Spanned 
With  New  Sand  Island 
Method  of  Construction 


The  problem  was  the  building  of  a 
bridge  across  the  Mississippi,  six  miles 
■\^  est  of  New  Orleans,  with  facilities  for 
railroads  and  automobile  traffic.  Added 
complications  were  construction  from 
low-level  land  to  a  135-foot  clearance 
above  high  water  over  a  500-ft.  channel 
width. 

The  man  who  answered  the  problem 
was  C.  Glennon  Melville,  '20,  engineer 
of  construction  for  Modjeski,  Masters 
and  Case,   consulting   engineers. 

Now,  with  the  bridge  nearing  com- 
pletion, Melville's  success  is  brightened 
by  the  fact  that  several  unique  engi- 
neering methods  were  used  in  meeting 
the  job  of  construction  piers  and  spans 
to  solve  the  particular  problems  of  the 
Mississippi. 

Built  jointly  by  the  State  of  Louisiana 
and  the  Public  Belt  Railroad  Commis- 
sion at  an  estimated  cost  of  $13,000,000, 
the  project  was  financed  through  an 
RFC  loan  and  will  be  used  by  railroads 
entering  New  Orleans  from  the  West 
and  by  the  state  highway  department. 

Technical  details  of  the  bridge  are 
revealed  in  a  letter  from  Glennon  Mel- 
ville which  explains  that  the  railroad 
portion  is  double  track,  four  and  one- 
half  miles  long,  while  the  highway  por- 
tion is  bracketed  on  each  side  of  the 
main  trusses  and  the  towers  on  the  ap- 
proaches. 

The  two  and  one-half-mile  roadways, 
constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  are 
18  feet  wide  and  contain  a  2  ft.  side- 
walk. The  approaches  for  traffic  are 
in  a  4%  grade  and  the  rail  approaches 
are  1.25%  grade. 


The  main  piers  of  the  bridge  are 
founded  on  hard  compact  sand  at  the 
unusual  depth  of  170  feet  below  mean 
gulf  level  by  the  open  dredge  method 
through  a  specially  designed  sand 
island,  patented  by  Siems-Helmers, 
Inc. 

The  caissons,  constructed  entirely  of 
concrete,  are  130  feet  in  height  and  are 
sealed  at  the  base  with  a  20  ft.  seal, 
placed  by  means  of  a  10  in.  tremie  pipe, 
200  ft.  long,  which  Melville  believes  to 
be  the  longest  pipe  of  this  nature  ever 
to  be  used. 


ON  THE  cover  this  month  is 
Charles  B.  Tilson,  Jr.,  of  Co- 
chituate,  Mass.,  a  junior  in  the 
Department  of  Mining  Engineer- 
ing at  Lehigh,  demonstrating  the 
use  of  a  portable  rock  drill  from 
the  general  laboratory  equipment. 


The  piers  for  the  substructure  of  the 
bridge  were  built  by  Sienis-Helmers, 
Inc.,  of  St.  Paul,  at  a  cost  of  $3,200,000 
and  the  substructure  for  the  approaches 
was  built  by  the  MacDonald  Engineer- 
ing Company  of  Chicago  at  a  cost  ap- 
proximating $660,000. 

The  superstructure  for  the  approaches 
was  fabricated  and  furnished  by  McClin- 
tic-Marshall  and  contained  40,000  tons 
of  structural  steel  at  a  cost  of  about 
$3,400,000.  The  American  Bridge  Com- 
pany fabricated  and  furnished  the  main 
river  bridge  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
$2,600,000. 

Melville,  whose  home  city  is  Harris- 
burg,  Pa.,  received  his  Lehigh  degree  in 
Civil  Engineering.  His  college  work 
was  interrupted  when  he  enlisted  for 
the  World  War  in  1918  with  the  naval 
reserve,  but  he  graduated  in  1920. 


He  has  been  engaged  in  several  major 
bridge  engineering  projects  since  that 
time,  one  of  prominence  being  the 
Clark's    Ferry    bridge    in    Harrisburg. 

While  he  was  resident  engineer  on 
the  latter  project  he  was  seriously  in- 
jured when  struck  by  a  car  as  he  was 
changing  a  tire  by  the  roadside.  On  his 
recovery  he  continued  in  his  chosen 
field,  however,  and  in  recognition  of  his 
achievements  was  given  an  honorary  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Engineering  by  Tu- 
lane  University  last  June.

In  spite  of  a  blanket  of  snow  which 
temporarily  paralyzed  transportation  in 
and  about  Bethlehem,  the  Lehigh  ses- 
sions of  the  Watt  Bicentenary  Celebra- 
tion, Monday,  Jan.  20,  were  attended  by 
enthusiastic  representatives  of  the  col- 
leges and  industry. 

Outstanding,  from  a  point  of  Lehigh 
interest,  were  the  induction  of  President 
Williams  as  a  member  of  the  Newcomen 
Society  of  England  and  addresses  by 
Frank  B.  Bell,  '97,  president  of  the  Al- 
umni Association,  and  William  C.  Dick- 
erman,  '96,  president  of  the  American 
Locomotive  Company. 

The  program  of  the  day  was  devoted 
to  an  understanding  between  the  col- 
leges and  industrial  representatives  as 
to  the  best  training  desired  for  future 
industrial  recruits  and  best  methods  of 
choosing  personnel.

Wrestlers  Swamp  Syracuse;  Lose  to  Indiana

COACH  BILLY  SHERIDAN'S  predic- 
tion that  a  good  wrestling  season 
would   be   ahead   if   the   team   re- 
mained intact  through  the  mid-semester 
examination    period    still    looks    like    a 
good  prophesy. 

For  the  mid-semesters  resulted  in 
only  one  scholastic  ineligibility.  Ford, 
the  165  lb.  man,  and  Walt  Crockett,  an 
experienced  senior  from  the  155  lb. 
rank,  has  been  moved  up  to  take  his 
place. 

The  team  record  to  date  could  mean 
almost  anj-thing.  The  opening  meet 
with  Syracuse  was  Lehigh  all  the  way. 
With  five  falls  and  two  time  advantages 
the  Brown  and  WTiite  matmen  gained 
31  points  while  the  New  York  staters 
took  one  time  decision  to  total  3  points. 

After  the  examinations  the  next  meet 
was  with  a  powerful  Indiana  team  on 
Feb.  1.  Trading  holds  with  the  Indiana 
grapplers  might  not  be  the  best  thing  in 
the  world  for  Lehigh's  dual  meet  aver- 
age but  it  should  serve  as  good  train- 
ing for  the  Eastern  matches  and  cer- 
tainly prevent  overconfidence. 

This  because  the  Indiana  matmen 
practically  annexed  the  rafters  of  Tay- 
lor gym  for  their  own  use  and  fought 
their  way  to  a  27*  point  victory  over 
Lehigh's  61  points. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the 
Eastern  Intercollegiates  are  the  main 
objective  of  the  Lehigh  drive  each  year 
and  the  Indiana  or  Kansas  State 
matches  have  no  bearng  on  the  Brown 
and  White  chances  for  these  honors.  On 
the  other  hand  they  are  definitely 
tougher  competition  than  can  be  offered 
by  anything  in  the  East  and  should  put 
the  Lehigh  men  in  fine  shape  for  Yale, 
Penn  State,  Lafayette,  Cornell,  Navy 
and  Princeton. 


With  the  exception  of  the  Kansas 
State  meet,  which  is  an  unknown  factor, 
there  seems  to  be  nothing  in  the  East 
which  has  enough  power  to  be  more 
than  an  even  go  with  Lehigh  and  Billy's 
prediction  may  hold  true,  even  with  the 
loss   of  Ford. 

Indiana,  21^2;  Lehigh,  BVa 

In  the  Indiana  meet  the  Lehigh  team 
was  ready  for  a  tough  battle  and  fought 
accordingl.v,  but  the  A.A.U.  and  National 
champs  on  the  Indiana  squad  coupled 
unusual  ability  with  some  legitimate  bitt 
unique  mid-Western  tactics  that  totaled 
too  much  for  Billy  Sheridan's  men. 

The  Indiana  scoring  began  in  the  IIS 
lb.  match  when  Meyers,  who  won  the 
112  lb.  A.A.U.  title  at  Oklahoma  City  in 
June,  threw  Wesley  Clow,  '36,  in  4 
minutes  and  oS  seconds  with  a  double 
bar  and  grapevine. 

Duffy,  who  gave  a  fine  showing  in 
the  National  Collegiates  last  year  at 
Lehigh  and  was  runner-up  for  the  title, 
led  Rudy  Ashman,  '37,  most  of  the  way 
in  the  126  lb.  class,  and  gained  a  fall  in 
6  minutes,  6  seconds  with  a  bar  and 
grapevine. 

In  the  135  lb.  division,  Hugh  Ferry, 
'3S,  showed  strength  and  speed  to  lead 
the  battle  to  Miller  of  Indiana  and  con- 
tributed five  of  Lehigh's  points  in  2 
minutes  in  the  second  referee's  period 
by  a  fall  through  a  half-nelson  and  bar 
chancery. 

Bryce  for  Indiana  then  defeated 
Frank  Gonzalez,  '36,  in  the  145  lb.  class 
with  a  reverse  chancery  in  S  minutes, 
15  seconds.  Gonzalez  had  made  a  fine 
showing  in  the  earlier  minutes  but  tired 
before  he  could  put  the  finishing  touches 
to  the  Western  man. 

Dick    Bishop,     '38,    was     thrown     by 


Peters  in  the  155  lb.  match  with  a  scis- 
sors nelson  in  S  minutes  and  12  seconds. 
,  Handicapped  by  the  scholastic  in- 
eligibility of  James  Ford,  '38,  Billy 
Sheridan  sent  Walt  Crockett,  '36,  up  ten 
pounds  to  fill  the  gap.  Tatum,  regular 
Indiana  165  lb.  man,  won  with  a  time 
advantage  of  8  minutes,  8  seconds. 

In  the  175  lb.  bracket,  Myron  Stern- 
gold,  '38,  wrestled  Krahulik,  of  Indiana, 
into  an  overtime  period  but  this  ended  in 
a  draw  with  both  teams  given  11  points. 

Great  interest  was  shown  in  the 
heavy  bout  when  Captain  Howell  Scobey, 
'36,  met  the  National  champion  Mc- 
Daniel  in  a  fast  exchange  of  holds  and 
advantages.  McDaniel  finally  secured 
the  advantage  long  enough  to  obtain  the 
winning  time  of  4  minutes  and  50 
seconds. 

Lehigh,  31 ;  Syracuse,  3 

One  threat  to  intercollegiate  honors 
was  at  least  temporarily  put  out  of  the 
way  when  Captain  Scobey  led  his  team 
to  victory  at  Syracuse  with  a  fall,  pin- 
ning Capt.  Ken  Crotty,  who  had  given 
him  some  trouble  in  last  year's  opener. 
The  fall  was  in  8  minutes  and  39  sec- 
onds. 

In  the  lis  lb.  class,  Wesley  Clow, 
who  has  taken  Rudy  Ashman's  place, 
dispatched  Tarrow  in  3  minutes  and  30 
seconds  with  a  double  armlock.  Ash- 
man himself,  now  at  128  lbs.,  took  a 
time  advantage  over  Lambert  of  9 
minutes  and  3  seconds. 

Three  points  were  tallied  for  Syracuse 
when  Lehigh's  Mark  Wolcotit,  wrest- 
ling at  135  lbs.,  lost  a  decision  to  Bill 
Derne,  who  gained  a  time  advantage  of 
2  minutes  and  16  seconds.  Gonzalez 
came  back  for  Lehigh  in  the  145  lb. 
bout  after  a  hard  struggle,  with  a  1 
minute,  24  second  advantage. 

In  the  155  lb.  division.  Dick  Bishop, 
of  the  famous  Lehigh  wrestling  Bishops, 
made  his  debut  as  a  varsity  grappler  by 
pinning  Geremanian  with  a  body  press 
in  5  minutes,  53  seconds.

Mermen  Lose  Two  Meets, 
Defeat  G.  W.  U.  Team 

Primed  for  their  annual  tank  season 
by  a  winter  training  season  at  the  In- 
tercollegiate Aquatic  forum  in  Fort 
Lauderdale,  Fla.,  the  Lehigh  swim- 
ming team  broke  even  on  two  pre- 
season meets,  winning  an  e.asy  48-18 
victory  from  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity and  trailing  Miami  University, 
36-46. 

Outstanding  in  the  Florida  training 
work  was  Karl  Jacobi,  who  was  rated 
second  best  breast  stroke  swimmer  in 
the  country. 

It  was  again  Jacobi  who  took  the 
only  first  place  for  Lehigh  in  the  of- 
ficial opening  meet  with  Princeton,  won 
by  the  Tigers  by  the  one-sided  score  of 
5  5-16.  In  this  meet  he  took  the  200 
yd.  breast  stroke  in  the  time  2:45.4. 

Captain  Howard  Willie,  of  Prince- 
ton, led  his  team  to  victory  by  lowering 
his  home  pool  record  in  the  back  stroke 
to  1:42.2  for  150  yards.  The  only  ad- 
ditional Lehigh  threat  for  a  first  place 
came  in  the  relay,  when  Washabaugh 
took  the  lead  for  the  Brown  and  White 
mermen,  but  the  succeeding  swimmers 
lost  his  advaptage. 


Cage  Team   Hits   Losing   Streak 

In  Three   Early  Season   Defeats 


After  breaking  even  with  their  first 
two  games,  the  Lehigh  cage  team 
dropped  three  in  succession  to  Du- 
quesne.  Army  and  Dickinson. 

The  Brown  and  White  quintet  was 
no  match  for  the  strong  Duquesne  team 
or  Army  but  put  up  a  good  battle  in 
both  games.  Dickinson  was  a  more 
even  match  and  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing, from  a  spectator's  standpoint,  of 
the  season  to  date.   Game  details  follow: 

Duquesne,  54;  Lehigh,  '28 

Smarting  under  defeat  in  a  close 
game  with  Long  Island  University,  the 
Duquesne  University  cagers  took  the 
comeback  road  through  Lehigh,  Janu- 
ary 9,  with  a  54-28  victory  over  the 
Brown  and  White  five. 

Duquesne's  second  string  team  started 
the  game  but  was  called  to  the  bench 
when  it  held  a  19-19  lead.  The  strong 
first  team  held  Lehigh  scoreless  and 
added  14  points  to  its  total  to  lead,  33-13, 
at  the  end  of  the  half. 

Resting  on  its  20-point  margin,  Du- 
quesne sent  in  its  second  team  for  the 
second  half,  with  the  exception  of  the 
last  few  minutes  of  play.  The  Brown 
and  White  court  work  was  good  but 
could  not  reach  the  fast  pace  of  the 
visitors. 

Army,  52;  Lehigh,  21 

At  the  dedication  of  the  new  West 
Point  gym  the  Lehigh  basketball  team 
bowed  before  the  attack  of  a  powerful 
Army  five  which  led  the  entire  game  to 
take  a  52-21  count  on  the  Engineers. 

With  the  exception  of  an  initial  foul 
shot,  the  Lehigh  quintet  lagged  de- 
cidedly behind  the  Army  and  seemed 
unable  to  figure  a  plan  of  attack  or  de- 
fense that  would  slow  the  West  Pointers. 

The  end  of  the  half  found  Army  lead- 


ing, 24-9,  and  Lehigh  threatened  only 
slightly  in  the  second  period  when  an 
attempted  rally  broke  down  in  the  face 
of  continual  Army  scoring. 

Dickinson,  42;  Lehigh,  41 

One  of  the  tightest  heartbreakers  of 
the  early  season  basketball  schedule 
Avas  chalked  up  against  Lehigh  when 
the  "Red  Devils"  of  Dickinson  gained  a 
one-point  victory  on  a  charity  shot  in 
the  last  three  minutes  of  play. 

The  Carlisle  men,  confident  after  an 
upset  game  with  West  Virginia,  oc- 
casionally fell  behind  the  Brown  and 
White  attack  with  Lehigh  on  the  top 
side  of  the  half  score  at  22  to  19. 

With  Lehigh  gaining  a  seven  point 
lead  in  the  second  half,  it  looked  like  a 
Brown  and  White  victory  until  a  Dickin- 
son rally  in  the  closing  minutes  leveled 
the  score  at  41-41  and  an  over-eager  Le- 
high player  caused  a  technical'  foul 
which  the  Red  Devils  capitalized  to  take 
the  one  point  victory. 

Lehigh  scoring  was  led  by  Captain 
Gearheart  and  Upton,  who  contributed 
a  total  of  19  points  to  the  final  score.

GEORGE  W.  WICKERSHAM,  '77,  DIES 


LEHIGH  UNIVERSITY  lost  one  of  her 
most  distinguished  alumni  when 
ex-Attorney-General  George  Woodward 
"Wickersham  died  on  January  25  while 
riding  in  a  taxieab  in  New  York  City. 
Death  was  believ- 
ed to  be  the  result 
ot  a  heart  attack. 

Born  in  Pitts- 
burgh on  Septem- 
ber 19,  1S5S,  Mr. 
Wickersham  pre- 
pared for  college 
at  Nazareth  Hall 
and  entered  Le- 
high in  1S73  for  a 
civil  engineering 
course.  After  re- 
maining here  for 
two  years,  he  went 
to  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania 
to  study  law  and 
received  the  d  e- 
gree  of  bachelor 
of  laws  in  1880 
from  that  institu- 
tion. In  1901  he 
received  a  mas- 
ter's degree  from 
the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  In 
1909,  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity conferred 
the  honorary  de- 
gree of  doctor  of 
laws  upon  him. 

Mr.  Wickersham  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  Pennsylvania  in  ISSO  and  prac- 
ticed his  profession  with  Charles  B.  Mc- 
Michael  who  later  became  judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas.  During  this 
time,  Mr.  Wickersham  edited  The  Week- 
ly Notes  of  Cases,  a  publication  devoted 
to  court  affairs  in  Pennsylvania. 

In  1SS2,  he  became  managing  clerk  for 
the  New  York  law  firm  of  Strong  and 
Cadwalader.  Four  years  later,  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  firm.  The  present 
law  firm  of  Cadwalader,  Wickersham 
and  Taft  was  founded  in  1914. 

Mr.  Wickersham,  during  his  term  as 
Attorney-General  of  the  United  States 
under  President  Taft's  administration, 
was  particularly  energetic  in  problems 
dealing  with  railroads,  trusts  and  cor- 
porations. He  was  the  author  of  the  Fed- 
eral Incorporation  bill  and  of  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Interstate  Commerce  law, 
creating  the  Commerce  Court. 

In  1918,  Mr.  Wickersham  was  special 
commissioner  of  the  War  Trade  Board 
to  Cuba  and  in  1919  he  was  a  member

In  1924  he  was  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Progressive  Codification 
Committee  of  International  Law  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  of  the  League  of

Wickersham  Com- 
mission.  From 
1929  to  1931  Mr. 
Wickersham  and 
the  members  of 
his  Commission 
delved  into  every 
conceivable  angle 
of  criminal  law 
observance  and  enforcement  and  his  re- 
port in  1931  comprised  over  a  million 
words. 

About  two  years  ago,  Mr.  Wickersham 
was  seriously  ill  for  ten  months  and  was 
advised  by  his  physician  to  curtail  his 
activities.  However,  upon  his  recovery, 
Mr.  Wickersham  continued  his  active 
membership  in  various  societies  and  or- 
ganizations and  was  at  his  desk  daily. 
Mr.  Wickersham  traced  his  ancestry 
from  Thomas  Wickersham  who  emigrat- 
ed from  England  in  1700.  His  father, 
Samuel  Morris  Wickersham  served  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War  as  a  Colonel  of  the 
Twenty-second  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.

He  was  a  member  of  St.  George's  Epis- 
copal Church  in  New  York  and  was  in- 
strumental in  securing  a  great  deal  of 
the  money  for  the  building  of  the  Cathe- 
dral of  St.   John   the  Divine. 

Mr  Wickersham  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  a  son  and  two  daughters.

H.  H.  Sayre,  '89 

Horace  Hendel  Sajre,  city  engineer 
for  Ardmore,  Oklahoma,  died  at  his 
home  on  October  15,   1935. 

Mr.  Sayre  was  born  in  Pliiladelphia 
on  December  15,  1866.  After  attending 
the  Central  High  School  in  Philadel- 
phia, he  entered  Lehigh  to  study  civil 
engineering.

He 
served  at  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
Lodge  and  of  the  American  Legion. 

His  wife  and   three  children  survive. 

H.  R.  Woodall,  '89 

Harry  Rush  Woodall  died  at  his  home 
on  January  14,  1936,  after  an  illness  of 
two  months. 

Mr.  Woodall  was  born  in  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  on  July  30,  1S67.

A.  E.  Phillips,  '90 

Asa  Emory  Phillips,  widely  known 
consulting  engineer,  died  at  his  apart- 
ment in  the  Wardman  Park  Hotel  on 
January  1,  1936,  after  a  brief  illness  of 
pneumonia- 
Mr.  Phillips  was  born  at  North  Ar- 
lington, Va.,  on  September  8,  1869.

His  widow  and  two  children  survive. 
Four  children  by  a  former  marriage 
also  survive  him.

The  Class 
Poet,  for  whom  you  fronted  in  the  long-ago, 
as  artfully  indicated  by  the  class  president 
recently  in  your  column,  was,  if  memory 
serves,  a  party  to  the  bout,  and  you  may  need 
him  to  back  you  up,  or  put  them  down,  as  the 
case  may  be." 

The  above  coramunication  from  my 
anonymous  correspondent,  I  will  ascribe 
to  A.  C.  and  I'm  telling  A.  C.  right  here, 
that  I  have  quite  forgotten  the  Tale  of 
Kipling  here  referred  to.

Jr.  4th  Asst.  to  Sr.  3rd  Asst.,  and  a  pay 
increase  that  more  than  doubled  my  net 
income.  A.  C  if  I  remember  correctly, 
wanted  to  join  up  too,  but  he  didn't. 
Whether  they  wouldn't  take  him,  or 
whether  he  changed  his  mind  later,  he 
never  told  me. 

As  to  A.  C.'s  urge  towards  securing  a 
large  attendance  at  the  40th  Reunion, 
it's  a  very  good  idea,  but  I  am  not  very 
keen  on  the  propaganda  game:  never  was.
